Referring to the Director’s letter of the 12th inst. relative to including the set of proof 
coins (transferred to the cabinet) on the coinage report for the month ended. I have the honor to 
state, that although desiring to comply with the instructions of the Director, after careful 
examination of the subject, I find it impracticable as the case now stands. 


The monthly coinage reports already rendered, represent the total coinage delivered to the 
Cashier and taken up in the latter’s daily accounts. 


These Proof Coins for the Cabinet were not delivered to the Cashier, and consequently 
cannot appear upon the monthly coinage report, the face value of them having been paid in coin 
from the Curator’s yearly appropriation, and is now held by me to be accounted for as bullion. 


This method of supplying the cabinet with its Annual Proof Set direct from the Coiner’s 
Department, has been in vogue for years, and without objection, the practice was also followed 
this year. 


Under the circumstances, to enter these coins on the statement referred to, would 
necessitate changing all balances on the books, and the recalling of all statements from Feb. 18th, 
the date of the transaction for this purpose. 


In view of the complication, I would respectfully suggest that the Director be asked to 
reconsider this matter and allow the records to stand, the values of the proof set in question 
having been already taken up in the current monthly bullion account, and in the future, some 
other method will be adopted for supplying the cabinet with coin.
